Improvements 


Plan 4 Lanes, But 
Parking Would 
Be Prohibited

City Must Decide

Mayor Claud Gibbons today re­ 
vealed the state division of high­ 
ways will make extensive improve 
ments on Poplar street from Route 
45 westward to the city limits at 
Shaw street if the city will grant 
the concession of prohibiting park­ 
ing along a major portion of the 
street. 
If the city does not agree to the 
proposition, Mayor Gibbons said 
he was told by the highway divi­ 
sion, Route 13, which moves over 
Poplar 
street, will 
by-pass the 
town. 
The mayor said it was a big de­ 
cision and that the sentiment of 
the townspeople would govern what 
action is taken. 
If a decision is 
made soon, the work would be 
done about 1959, he stated. 


4-Lane Pavement 


West Poplar street would be re­ 
built from Shaw to Route 45 under 
the proposition, with the state con­ 
structing new sidewalks and in­ 
stalling new lighting where neces­ 
sary. 
Tile proposition calls for four- 
lane pavement through the town, 
from Shaw to Route 45. 
Both 
East Poplar and West Poplar would 
be widened to 52 feet except down­ 
town between Jackson and Cherty, 
where the width by necessity would 
be held to 46 feet. 
At present East Poplar street' 
is 44 feet wide, West Poplar is 36 
feet wide and the stretch between 
Jackson and Cherry is 41 feet in 
width. 
Under the proposal there would 
be no parking on Poplar from 
Granger street east to Route 45 
and this is the severe ‘‘rub" in the 
proposition, with Harrisburg hav­ 
ing little enough parking space as 
it is. 


Meet With Engineer 


The state would pay the entire 
cost from Granger east to Route 
45, including the cost of engineer­ 
ing, and 75 per cent of the con 
struction cost plus all engineering 
costs from Granger west to Shaw. 
The city’s share of this stretch 
would be asked because parking 
would be allowed in the two outer 
lanes. 
The group 
was told that the 
pavement would be four-lane all 
the way through the town, with 
four 12-foot lanes and a four-foot 
division in the center except be­ 
tween Jackson and Cherry, where 
there would be four U-foot lanes. 
Meeting with W. D. McLeod, dis 
trict engineer at Carbondale, were 
Mayor 
Gibbons, 
Commissioners 
Don Williams and Sneed Jordan 
and R. R. Brown, motor fuel tax 
engineer for Harrisburg. 
There was no indication as to 
where the state highway will be 
relocated if the city turns down 
the proposition. 
It was pointed 
out, however, that if a new route 
is taken, Harrisburg will lose state 
funds it is now receiving for main 
tenance of Poplar street as a state 
highway. 


Decisions By Other Towns 
It also was learned that decisions 
have been made in other towns 
along Route 13. Murphysboro right 
now is being by-passed in new 
construction of the highway. The 
street where Route 13 goes through 
Carbondale is wide enough to meet 
specifications 
and the 
highway 
will continue through as at pres 
ant. 
However, bids will be taken 
next year for Route 13 to by-pass 
Marion along the north edge of 
the town because there is not suf­ 
ficient right-of-way 
through the 
business section to offer a plan 
such as has been offered here. 
Mayor Gibbons admitted that the 
decision-was a great one—especial 
ly from the parking space angle— 
and that he intended to find out 
what the town wanted to do before 
any decision was made, one way 
or another.

National M trit 
Scholarship Test at 
High School Today 


SIU Trustees Approve Efforts for 
St. Clair-Madison 4-Year College 


CARBONDALE, 111. (IP) - The 
Southern Illinois University Board 
of Trustees Tuesday expressed its 
approval of efforts 
to establish 
a fojur-year college program for 
southwest Illinois centered in the 
heavily populated Madison-Sf Clair 
County area. 
The board’s decision was mad^ 
after representatives of the South 
western Illinois Council for Higher 
Education explained at a meeting 
here that the two-county area may 
have as many as 18,000 college 
students by 1970. 
A resolution passed by the SIU 
trustees 
said 
the board would 
make “ accelerated provisions for 
higher educational facilities in the 
area as quickly as funds become 
available.” 
Members of the council said they 
felt additional junior colleges or 
extension of present college offer­ 
ings would not solve the problem. 
SIU officials agreed that a sepa 
rate four-year college program ap­ 
peared to be the best solution. 
Dr. Robert Lynn, Alton physician 
and chairman of the bi - county 
group, said increased enrollments 
of privately owned schools to maxi­ 


mum capacity “could not in any 
way take care of the increase we 
will see by 1970.” 
Lynn said he believed “some 
kind of state supported institution 
is necessary.” Southern’s help was 
sought, he said, because “SIU 
seems to be interested in us as 
well as in all of southern Illinois.” 
Dr. Frank Eversull, a Belleville 
minister and former college presi­ 
dent, said the proposal was not a 
“flash in the pan” affair. 
“All of us feel a crying need 
for better educational facilities and 
this institution is a natural for us,” 
Eversull said. 
The chairman of the SIU Board 
of Trustees, John Page Wham of 
Centralia, said a statewide cam­ 
paign for financial support of a 
branch for southern in the area 
would have to be left in the hands 
of the council and other interested 
persons living in the Illinois side 
of the St. Louis metropolitan area. 
Wham said the determining fac­ 
tor 
in the establishment 
of a 
branch university would be appro­ 
priations from the State Legisl* 
ture.

As the election cam pagi gets 
hottor, partisans in both parties 
will probably start blaming each 
other with more bitterness for the 
strength of Communist power thru- 
out Hie world. 
This is ^dangerous argument 
that does m g solve problems. But 
it raises thPhuestion, “Why does 
communism appeal to people?” 
(tee attempt to answer that ques­ 
tion comes from Prod W. Kern, di­ 
rector af the Religious Affairs Of­ 
fice of the Federal a r il Defense 
Administration. 
At the start he pointe out that 
Communist control has not come 
about by the free choice of the 
people in n*ny cases. Yet he says 
there are P aum ber of voluntary 
adherents to this belief. 
Kern indicates that in 1952 the 
Communist party had control over 
*00 million acopic mid by 1956 the 
■umber haagdbe up to one billion. 
Here nre several 
reasons he 
gives for the Communist appeal 
which he presented to a meeting 
el the National Women's Advisory 
Committee of the FCDA recently. 
Communis*.appeals to the un 
derprivilegH fspecially in Asia, 
because a t o m i s e s relief from 
poverty, political oppression, and 
general distre^p injustice and mil 
ary. 
It appeals to the materialistic 
aide of man by promising ‘ salva­ 
tion" ber* and now. 
In spite of its dictatorial form 
of government, it "glorifies” man 
by claiming that with force and 
revolution he can destroy the cap 
italistic system and make a world 
of perfect human beings. 
Communism has been success­ 
ful in countries where the church 
has been indifferent to oppressive 
governments. This wag true of Hie 
church of Russia. 
Com munia* never offers gay al­ 
ternative 
millions under its 
control, an<9By are indoctrinated 
from childhood to believe that their 
system is paradise, and that the 
rest of the world is much worse off 
"Where one central point pf view 
is forced upon the minds of all 
people and every other point of 
view is forbidden under penalty 
of death, people are eventually 
molded 
ormfexterminated,” 
con 
eludes Kern. 
"It can also be as 
Burned that under such a system 
you arrive, eventually, at intellec­ 
tual stagnation.”

Hill Explains 
S.S. Changes for 
Women Under 65 


Working women and wives of 
retired workers who elect to start 
getting social security payments 
between ages 62 and 65 will get a 
reduced payment„and the payment 
will continue at a reduced rate 
when they reach 65, E. Bishop 
Hill, district manager of the Har­ 
risburg social security office, point­ 
ed out today. 
“ Some women who plan to apply 
for benefit payments between the 
ages of 62 and 65 have misunder­ 
stood, thinking that the reduction 
is only a temporary one, and that 
they will 
start getting the full 
amount at age 65,” Mr. Hill said. 
“The law doesn’t work that way. 
The reduction is permanent.” 


If a working woman decides to 
start getting payments at age 62, 
each month’s payment will be 80 
percent of what she would get if 
she were 65. 
Every month she 
waits after age 62 and before 65 
to start getting payments the re­ 
duction will be less, but if she 
takes payments in order to get 
them before she reaches 65, they 
will continue to be made at a re­ 
duced 
amount 
even 
after she 
reaches age 65. 
I 
In the case of a dependent wife 
the reduced benefit at age 62 will 
be 75 percent of what she would 
get if she waited until age 65. She 
too will continue to receive reduc­ 
ed benefits if she takes them be­ 
fore reaching 65. 
First payments under the new 
provision will be made to women 
62 years of age or older for No­ 
vember 1956. 
These checks will 


I be mailed during the first week 
i of December to women who have 
worked under the law long enough 
to be insured, or who are the sur­ 
vivors or dependents of insured 
workers. 
Monthly

widows are never reduced, Mr.

Will Continue 
H-Tests for Sake 
Of Peace: Ike 


WASHINGTON (UH) — President 
Eisenhower is ready not only to 
stop H-bomb tests, but “to put all 
nuclear weapons aside permanent­ 
ly” as soon as “one bash: require­ 
ment is met.” 
“This requirem ent is that we, as 
a nation, and all peoples, know 
safety from attack.” 
But until “properly safeguarded 
international agreements can be 
reached,” this country must con­ 
tinue to develop “the most advanc­ 
ed weapons—for the sake of our 
own national safety, for the sake 
of all free nations, for the sake 
of peace itself.” 
The President thus capsuled his 
H-bomb policy late Tuesday in re­ 
leasing from the White House two 
long official memoranda detailing 
the history of U. S. nuclear devel­ 
opments and the history of U. S. 
efforts to control the atom for 
peace since 1945. 
The President’s statement and 
the two documents — which he 
called “a full and explicit review” 
of American nuclear policies and 
actions — dealt at length with Ad- 
lai E. Stevenson’s proposals for 
banning H-bomb tests.
